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REPORT  OF  THE 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  Board  presents  its  Twenty-third  Annual  Report,  which 
covers  operations  during  the  Fiscal  Year  ended  on  31st  March, 
1947. 

Financial  Statements  and.  the  customary  appendices  are  in¬ 
corporated  herein. 

Net  income  for  the  year,  including  revenue  derived  from 
License  Fees,  amounted  to  $9,534,867.92.  Details  with  respect 
thereto  will  be  found  in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Statement,  which 
forms  part  of  the  Financial  Returns. 

fn  addition,  the  sum  of  $170,207.25  was  realized  from  the 
sale  of  Permits  during  the  calendar  year,  but  as  provided  in 
Section  142  of  the  Act,  this  amount  was  paid  to  the  Provincial 
Treasurer,  to  be  accounted  for  as  part  of  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  of  the  Province,  and  is  not  included  in  the  Statement  cf 
Profit  and  Loss  of  the  Board. 


LICENSES 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  Brewers'  Licenses 
issued  during  the  year.  The  five  Breweries  now  in  operation 
have  ample  capacity  adequately  to  supply  the  demand  of  the 
purchasing  public  in  this  Province,  and  in  consequence,  the  sales 
of  Beers  and  Ales  produced  outside  Alberta  are  small  in  volume. 

This  situation,  however,  will  only  continue  provided  that 
the  high  standard  of  products  manufactured  here  is  maintained. 

The  Board  makes  frequent  tests  of  all  beers  offered  for  sale, 
and  in  this  connection,  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Provincial 
Analyst,  Doctor  L  A.  Kelso,  has  been  invaluable. 

During  the  calendar  year  ending  on  31st  December,  1946, 
the  Board  was  called  upon  to  issue  469  Licenses  with  respect-  to 
Hotel  properties.  As  the  actual  number  of  Hotels  for  which 
Licenses  were  issued  totalled  382  only,  this  meant  that  87  prop¬ 
erties  had  changed  hands  during  the  year.  In  the  Report  for 
the  previous  year  we  noted  a  turnover  of  73  Hotel  properties. 
The  inevitable  result  has  been  that  a  great  many  of  these  new 
Licensees  have  had  no  previous  experience  in  the  operation  of 
Hotels.  Although  many  of  them  have  readily  adapted  themselves 
to  their  new  environment,  and  are  rendering  acceptable  service 
to  the  public,  there  are  some  who  fail  to  realize  their  responsi¬ 
bilities  as  Licensees.  In  consequence,  it  would  be  advisable  for 
any  in  this  latter  category  to  seek  some  other  occupation  before 
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the  Board  finds  it  necessary  to  terminate  their  connection  with 
the  industry. 

It  was  found  to  be  necessary,  during  the  year,  to  penalize 
twenty-two  Licensees,  by  way  of  suspension  of  License  privileges. 

Twelve  of  these  suspensions  affected  the  entire  License,  which 
meant  that  the  licensed  premises  were  required  to  remain  closed, 
whilst  the  remaining  ten  suspensions  dealt  with  the  sale  in  closed 
bottles  for  off-premises  consumption.  The  public,  at  points  where 
a  licensed  Hotel  is  in  operation,  has  a  definite  interest  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  Hotel  and  the  licensed  premises  are  con¬ 
ducted,  for  when  a  Beer  License  is  suspended,  many  of  the  patrons 
at  that  particular  Hotel  are  seriously  inconvenienced. 

The  Board,  in  its  endeavours  to  improve  the  standards  of 
Hotel  accommodations  in  the  Province,  is  deeply  appreciative  of 
the  co-operation  of  the  public,  and  welcomes  advice,  and  even 
criticisms,  when  these  are  constructive. 

Our  work  in  connection  with  licensed  Hotels  has  been  materi¬ 
ally  lightened  by  the  unselfish  co-operation  offered  at  all  times 
by  the  Officers  and  Officials  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association. 
The  helpful  advices  which  have  been  sent  out  from  their  offices 
in  Calgary,  to  both  old  and  new  members  in  their  organization, 
have  been  of  particular  value. 

Fifty-two  Clubs  received  Licenses  during  the  year.  These  in¬ 
cluded  Golf  &  Country  Clubs,  which  Licenses  are  seasonal. 

All  Licensed  Clubs  operated  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  and  the  Board  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  take  dis¬ 
ciplinary  action  in  connection  therewith. 

Twenty-nine  Licenses  were  issued  to  Canteens,  which  are 
operated  under  the  Control  of  the  Armed  Forces. 

The  premises,  in  all  instances,  were  conducted  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner, 

A  statement  showing  Licenses  Issued  and  Suspensions  Im¬ 
posed  will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A". 


FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

Licenses  to  the  number  of  1,923  were  issued,  authorizing  the 
sale  by  retail,  in  containers  not  larger  than  Five  Ounces,  of  Al¬ 
coholic  Extracts  and  Essences. 

In  one  instance  the  privilege  was  abused  and  the  License 
cancelled. 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  Liquor  Laws  of  the  Province  has  been 
carried  out  in  a  thorough  and  efficient  manner  by  the  Officers  of 
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the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  by  the  City  and  Muni¬ 
cipal  Police  Forces,  within  their  sphere  of  jurisdiction. 

To  the  Officers  of  these  Forces,  the  Board  wishes  to  express 
its  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance, 
which  at  all  times  has  been  so  freely  extended. 


GENERAL  REMARKS 


No  Local  Option  Plebiscite  was  held  in  the  year  which  ended 
on  the  31st  December,  1946. 

During  the  year  227  Permits  were  cancelled. 

The  names  of  513  persons  we  re  added  to  the  List  of  Interdicts 
during  the  Fiscal  Year.  Orders  of  Revocation  received  in  the  same 
period  totalled  223,  and  in  addition,  118  Orders  became  void 
after  the  expiration  of  the  statutory  period  of  Five  Years  since 
they  became  effective. 

The  number  of  Interdiction  Orders  remaining  in  force  as 
3 1  st  March,  1947,  was  892. 

Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  1,740  Prescriptions  issued 
by  Medical  Practitioners. 

Individual  Sales  to  Permittees  totalled  3,581,372  at  an  average 
of  $5.40  for  each  transaction. 

Shipments  by  Express  to  Permittees  totalled  30,286  packages, 
at  a  cost  to  the  Board  for  transportation  of  $11,461.25. 

In  addition,  3,485  parcels  were  sent  through  the  mails  to 
points  at  which  an  Express  Company  does  not  maintain  an 
Agent.  The  cost  of  postage,  amounting  to  $2,980.00,  was  defrayed 

by  the  Board. 

Shipments  and  deliveries  to  Licensee  customers  totalled 
43,996. 


During  the  year  Officers  of  the  Board  completed  3,715  in¬ 
dividual  Entries  in  connection  with  the  Customs  and  Excise 
Bonds  maintained  by  the  Board  at  Calgary  and  Edmonton. 

The  Board  and  the  Alberta  Breweries  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government,  by  way  of  Customs  and  Excise  Duties,  Sales  Tax 
and  Taxes  on  Malt,  approximately  $8,248,700  during  the  Fiscal 
Year. 

Approximately  10,900,000  Gallons  of  Beer  manufactured  in 
Alberta  were  sold  by  the  Board,  and  in  addition,  61,000  Gallons 
were  imported  for  sale.

Cost  of  transferring  stocks  from  warehouses  to 
stores  was  not  included  in  the  inventory  valuation.  Inventories  included  goods 
on  consignment  amounting  to  $228,488.91,  the  corresponding  liability  being 
included  with  accounts  payable  on  the  Balance  Sheet.
